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1. inforvation collected on recruiting for international brigades for 
Greece has failed to show positively that any organized recruiting 
is being carried out in the Milen area. All information received, 
while generally stating that such recruiting is taking place, fails 
to prove the existence of any organization. It shows, on the con- 
trery, that up to this date any informtion which cold be related 
to subject mtter has been greatly trumped up with generic refer 
ences to ons or the other big Communist leadera mentioned as being 
at the head of this organizations . 
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Ze In the series of reports translated below, originating with various 
‘sources the only apparent confirmation from more than one sources is 


in cormmection with the following: 


(ea) Location of recruiting headquarters at Via Ceresic 
12,Milen. This building (near the Monumentale Come- 
tery) was formerly the seat of a Fascist group and 
as such it has followed the fate cf all such build- 
ings formerly belonging to the Fascie+ Party the sta= 
tus of which has not been clarified. It is at prev 
sent being used for the offices of various polit:.cel 
parties including the "Baciocchi® Group of the Ita- 
Jian Anarchist Federation and a Comamist section. 
The political parties prefer to use these former las~ 
oist properties, as so far, no one requires the par- 
ties to pay any rent. The Via Ceresic 12 address has 
often been mentioned as being also the cemter for the.

An international brigade composed of non=«Greek nationesls, is reported 
to have headquarters at Split, with detachments at Cestelmiovo, Cas- 
telvecchio, Grobnica, all in Istria, and at Kustendil. Commanding 
officor is reported to be Krsto Stojkov, Russian or lulrarian general. 
Vice-Commissar is reported to be Vladimir Sanov, Yugoslav Commnist. 
Pilots have been assircned to this brigadee The pilots are being 
trained at the "bavezni Odbor Sportsko Vazduhoplovste", an aerial 
sporting club of Yelgrade: instructors are former Russian, German and 
Yugoslav Air Force pilots. 


A group of menbers of the above mentioned brigade is reported to 
have arrivod in Milan recently to organize a battalion to be headed 
by a Yuposlav officer. No confirmation of this report has been re« 
ceived. 


It is certain, however, that recruiting is taking place in the Milan 
Province, particularly at Sesto San Giovamis three young Vonmrunists 
left the latter tovm a few weeks ago headed for Greece. Recruiting 
is also taking place in Novara Provinee, particularly at Verbanis, 
Omegna and Villadessola.s 


Reliable sourees renort, however, that only a few people have been 
recruited so far, as the majority (of those approached) prefer to 
fight the Greck Frescists only orally. 


Enlistees receive a 100,000 Lire bonus. They are dispatched via 
4Llan-Bari-AIbania then to Greece. The crossing of the Adriatic is 
made rostly with fishing boats. Itis r ported that between £0 June 
and 10 July 1947 nearly 900 Commmists recruited by Tito cfficers 
left in small rroups via the ports of Ancona and Trieste.

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12. Reoruiting and payment of premiums ote., is carried out in Milan 
in the offices of the Anarchist group Baciocchi, in Via Ceresio 
12. The selection of volunteers, who before enlisting must prove 
their Cermunist faith,gand all the administrative details are 
handled at the APTI headquarters in Vie Puffin 34 


13. Another organization in charge of recruiting and dispatching to 
“lbanie of Commmist elements seoms to be the Pavol A.T.O. (probably 
Apparat). This organization scems to be involved inthe trafficking 
of arms to be used for equipping the volunteers. The arms are emug~ 
gled out of the arms factories of Broscia, and of the Breda works 
of Sesto San Giovanni. The material is sent to Southern Italy to 
be shipped to Albania on the same boats used for the transportation 
of volunteers. One of the leaders of this organization is reported 
he be Giovanni fem, operating in Liguria with one Brigante, and one 

orradi. 


14. Other international brigade units are located in Venezia Giulia, and 
are reportedly called "Stalin's Brigades". These units are reported 
to have received in dime, 20,000 cans of moat shipped from Syiteer= 
land and smurrled into Italy at the border crossing of Maslienico, 


15. All matters reparding the recruiting and armament of recruits are 
under the direction of Luigi Longo, who as the organizer and later 
the political cormissar of the international brigades in Spain is 
an expert in these affairs, Another organizer is Pietro Setchia, 
hoad of the clandestine organization of the PCI (Italian Communist 
Party). The chief orranizor in the Novara Frovince is Moscatelli, 
411 funds are supplied by Russia, which also furnished large quan- 
tities of arms of the latest models, set through Bulraria and Yugo- 
slavia.s

Moscatelli is the second in command of the 
brigades fighting in Greece ~ the CO is renortedly a Polish Jew from 
Leningrad. Valerio and Lonro maintain liaison between Italy ond 
Greece, travelling under false names: Spano is in charge of arms 
and supplies. Andreoni and Bonfantini have political assi¢iuarnts, 


19. The recruits receive 100,000 lire upon enlisting; 100,000 lire are

él. “eapons and srmunitions have been sent by the Breda factory in 
Sesto San Giovanni to Yuroslavia and Alvania, vie trucks to the 
Adriatic sea~coast, thence via small fishing boats.

22. The above information vas allegedly obtained from a letter written 
by the director of Turin edition of Unitat to his wife, at present 
in Moscow. .

23. The recruitine offices of "Yolunteers for Freedom" (Corrunist vole 


unteors for Greese), are located ate 


(a) Via Ceresio 12 - Anarchist headquarters "Baciocchi". 
This office carries out actual recruiting. 


(ob) Via Fratelli Ruffini 3 = ANPT hoodquerters. This 
office takes care of financial arrangements and 
furnishes false identity documents. 


24. All Commmist, Socialist, Fusionist, ‘narchist and Historical Repub- 
lican party sections have been instructed to proparandize the nove~ 
rent and provide miterial assistance to those in need. 


25- Chief orgenizer of the recruiting is Pictro Secchia. Luigi Longe 
is his main collaborator. Pietro Nenni is the honorary president 
of the Voluntcer for Freedom organizetion, whose members: operate 
at present in Greece and Spain.

27. investigation on subject matter has given mager results, rclated be~- 
lows — 


(a) Carmen Schaveni = born Wadrid, 19 April 19153 widow 
of a certain Caselli and at present living with An- 
tonio Mattiello. Schaveni vms in tilan up to about 
the middle of June 1947. She and Mattiello lived in 
Via Francesco Sforza 19 in the same apartment with 
Vyofessor ’rencesco Ulivelli, a propapandist of the 
FSI. Schaveni and Mattiollo are reported to have 
left for Naples, where they are believed to be re= 
cruiting for the international brigade. Ulivelli 
has also left Ilan for an unknowm destinations 


(b) Schaveni is a Spaniard and took active part in /ne 
archist formations during the Civil Var. At the 
end of that war she fled to various countries, and 
arrived in Italy in the summer of 1945. She is a 
very active proparandist of extremist tence.cies, 
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often attacking even Comrunists whom she accuses 
_of not being entirely faithful to Marx. In prac 
tics, hovevcr, she arrees with then espetially as 
far as Greece is concerned. 


{c)  Schaveni was e frequent caller at the headquarters 
of the Italian Anarchist Federation and of the Iielian 
Liberatarian Federation, both located at Via Albania 36, 
whe also visited often the Italian Libortarian Cormuniss 
Federation, Via Savotino 10, and sometimes she waa seen 
at the headquarters of tho Partito Commmista Interna~ 
-gionalista at Via Cerasio 12, 


{d)  Schaveni's activity as a proparandist bore food re=- 
sults, but os a resvlt.of quarrels with local Commn- 
ists, she ms advised to ¢o elsewhere. The fev per- 
sons who Imew her seemed to believe that she and her 
associates could be trusted to perform any activity, 
including terroristic acta. 


Of the political centers above mentioned, particularly interesting 
is the Via Sabotino 10 address where the Federazione Comrista Liber= 
taria Italiana has its offices. It is srongly suspectod that rev 
cruiting is teking place here since volunteers for Spain have been 
recruited here racently. 


The above rentiored orranizations, listed below with the names of 
thoir leaders, agreed in the past to carry out propaganda and send 
volunteers to Spain arainst Franco, but do not seem to be successful 
in recruiting partisans to be sent to Greece. There are reports to 
the effest that the fow anarchists stated to have been sent were not 
satisfied with their treatmont at the hands of the Communists. The

4 strange political group, called Movimonto Umanitario Iteliano, and 
which may have sore connection with recruiting for internetional bri~ 
fades, appeared recently in Vilan. This froup carries out activities 
which are not of a clcar political or sociel nature. The leaders are 
the Tracasso brothors, end the office is located at Via Cenonica 47. 


The "Movimento" was reportedly financed by one Attanasio who has never 
been identified. Purine tho last month there have been about 30 callers 
at the above "office", all of vihom have left IMilan after a few dayse 

One of the recent arrivals is a certain 6 Margherita. 


Other information on the international brigade states thatthe volun- 
teers are sent to Toulose, where they receive sone kitd of training, 
then return to I:aly to proceed to their final destiuation via Trieste 
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or Havenna or /ncone. It is suspected that volimteera are being 
sent by the API and the Fronte della Gioventu. 


There are various indications, unconfirmed because of lack of ade~ 
quate possibilities, that the recruiting center is at the Vittorio 
Emanuele Bar in Via Orefict Commont: a very crowded spot 25X1A6a 
in the center of Milan), a bar wv a very mixed clientele, nearly 
always crowded with Albanians, Groeks, Yugoslavs and Italiens, all 
engaged in convincing people to ro and ficht "for the freeccom of 
the peoples". Preferably the individuals speak to persons wearing 
military insienia, offering at least to double their present income. 
The recruiters make ft clear that they do not care vhether the pro~ 
spective recruits were Fascists in the past, but are only concerned 
with their willingness to ro and fight. 


The notorious Creek Ulia Liarutzos has reappeared in Iiilan, At the 
Hotel Internazionale where he usually stays, there is the usual 
mating of traffickers and suspect individuals. lMony of the callers 
at this hotel and at other meeting places of known international traf= 
fickers, often disappear and it is suspected that they are being sert 
to fight in Greace. Investigation is continuinre

Following newspaper reports concerning this 
alleged activity, the Central Direction of the FCI has issued a oir 
cular, signed by Longo, cautioning all PCI members against accepting 
any invitation to doin Greek anti-Governnent formations, The circu- 
lar specifically states that acceptance of such invitations would 
favor the provocative rare started by the foes of Communien.
